At Thomashof, in the neighborhood of Ober Lau- 
terbach, lived a family of the name of Frauenknecht, 
consisting of the farmer, (an old man who died shortly 
afterwa' 1 
Magdalena, then about 18 years of age, her sister, 
Catharine, six years younger. The whole family 
were distinguished for their probity, industry, and 
hospitable "Segeotiion, while Magdalena ed to 
these good qualities a more than usual share =~ 
nal attractions. With this family Reimbauer had very 
soon established — acquaintance. They were 
natarally flattered by the visits of one superior to 
themselves in eitnation and education, and still more 
distingeished by the sanctity of his character, But 
Riembauer carried his condescension farther than 
seemed consistent with the dignity of his priestly of- 
fice; for not content with merely visiting the family, 
he used to give his personal assistance tw the old far 
mer in his field labors, and to perform all the duties 
of a common servant. ‘Those who entertained an un- 
favorable opinion of him before, drew additional argu- 
ments in support of it from tMis singular conduct; but 
Riembauer proved to the majority of his flock, by the 
authority of Egighanies and of church counsels, that 
nothing was more common in the primitive times of 
the church than this union of the spade with the cro- 
sier, and that there was something praiseworthy in re- 
curring to that patriarchal simplicity. About the end 
of 1905, the parishioners were informed that he had 
purchased T' from the Frauenknechts for 
4000 florins, and shortly afterwards he transferred his 
residence to that farm, still retaining his clerical office 
and performing its duties with the same zeal and spi- 
rit as befo) at combining them with agricultural 
labors, in ch he was assisted by the family of the 
Frauenknechts, who, not withst ing the sale, conti- 
nued to reside upon the farm. 

The eldest daughter, Magdalena, was to remain as 
cook in his family, and with this view she was sent to 
Munich in the beginning of 1807, where she remained 
for six or seven months in the house of the Registra- 
tor Y In June, 1807, Riembauer himself 
went to Munich, for the purpose of passing his exami- 
nation as a candidate for a church, which he did with 

reat credit to himself. Shortly afterwards (in the 

inning of 1808) he obtained the situation of Priest 

at Priel, sold off to advantage the farm which he had 

purchased from the Frauenknechts, and removed with 

them, Magdalena having now completed her culinary 
education at Munich, to his new residence. 

Shortly before his removal to Priel, an event occur- 
red in the neighborhood which at first created a strong 
sensation, though the utter mystery in which it was 
involved seemed to have at first bafiled, and finally 
extinguished all curiosity on the Subject. Anna 
Eichstadter, the daughter of a carpenter at Furth, 
had engaged herself as servant to a clergyman in the 
neighborhood, towards the end of October, 1807. She 
had obtained permission, however, from her new mas- 
ter, to pay a visit to her relations before finally en- 
tering upon her service.. As a pledge for her return, 
she had left with him her silver neck-chain and other 
articles of some valye. It rained in the afternoon 
when she set out, and at her request he lent her a 

reen umbrella, on the handle of which the initials of 
his name, J. D, were engraved. Several days elapsed 
but she did not return. Amongst her acquaintances 
whom she had mentioned she intended to visit, was 
Riembauer, with whom she said she had been ac- 
quainted while she had been in the service of his for- 
mer colleague at Hirnheim. To him, accordingly, her 
new master wrote, after some days had aueedl. men- 
tioning that if she felt reluctant to return to hie ser- 
vice she might at least return his umbrella. Riem- 
bauer replied that he had seen neither the one nor the 
other, and expressed some astonishment that such a 
request should be made to him. Months passed on, 
but Eichstadter did not appear. The investigations 
which were resorted to threw no light upon her dis- 
appearanee ; her previous character appeared t) have 
been somewhat light, and her reputation for virtue 
more than doubtful, but nothing came out which could 
afford any explanationof her fate. The common con- 
jecture was that she had either been drowned, or had 
tallen into the hands of a notorious robber and mur- 
derer, who was executed about a year afterwards. 
Gradually, however, the matter ceased to be talked of, 
and her fate, even by her nearest relatiens was fur- 
gotton. 

It was some months after her disappearance that 
Riembauer removed with the Frauenknecht family 
from Thomasof to Priel. The association, however, 
was not destined to be of long continuance; the widow 
Frauenknecht died on the 16th of June, 1909, after a 
short illness, and her daughter, Magdalena followed 
her five days afterwards. The younger daughter, 
Catharine, who had never been on good terms with 
her sister or with Riembauer, had left the family a 
short tiune before. After the deaths of her mother and 
sister, she had lived as a domestic in different families, 
in all of which she was remarkable for the singular 
melancholy, the air of anxiety and restlessness which 
marked her conduct ; solitude seemed irksome to her; 
to sleep alone at night was an object of terror, and 
these Amn seemed rather to increase with years 
than to become less lively. Sometimes she let fall 
expressions as of some woman whom she could not 
get out of her head, and whose figure, she said follow- 
ed her wherever she went. With these, too, at times, 
the name of Riembauer was joined, as having had a 
principal part in those scenes by the reinembrance 
of which she appeared to be haunted. To some of her 
intimate friends she ventured at last to be more ex- 
plicit—she stated in plain terms that Ruembauer had 
been the murderer of a woman at Thomasof im 1507, 
that she had herself been unwittingly a witness to the 
deed, and that this atrocity had been followed up by

A woman's shoe, which the house was 
found dragging next morning about the court, Catha- 
rine took up and delivered to Riembauer, though she 
could not say how he had afterwards d of it. 
The inquiries of their neighbors, some of whom had 
heard the disturbance which had taken place the even- 
ing before, they answered by saying, that some disturb- 
ance had arisen relative to the purchase price of Tho- 
masof, which had ended in ah altercation between them 
and Riembauer. 

From this moment, however, the friendly inter- 
course which had subsisted between Riembauer and 
Frauenknechts was atan end. Reproaches on the one 
hand, anxiety, and the fear of detection on the other, 
rendered their residence at Priel irksome to all. Quar- 
rels followed ; Magdalena threatened to leave his ser- 
vice, ang the fear of exposure began daily to recur 
more and more vividly to his mind. Immediately af- 
terwards followed the illness and death of her mother 
and sister. No medical attendant was called during 
their illness, no clergyman was allowed to approach 
them, their medicines were all ordered and adminis 
tered by Riembauer himself. The body of Magdalena 
after death was found strangely swollen and covered 
with spots, the blood gushed from the mouth and nose ; 
the apothecary who saw the body after death conceiv- 
ed she had been in a state of pregnancy, and from all 
this Catharine drew the conclusion that her mother and 
sister had been poisoned. 

Even before the sudden death of her mother and sis- 
ter, Catharine had been warned by the latter that Ri- 
embauer had designs upon her life, and acting upon 
this advice she ba 
this he had made attempts to induce her to return to 
his service, by promises of a large marriage portion, 
and other advantages; but determined not to trust 
Renee agers in his hands, she lad declined oll his pro-

The young woman who had fallen a victim to the 
treacherous attack of Riembauer, she described as a 
a about twenty-two years of age, tall and rather 

nandsome; she was dressed in the garb of a peasant, 
and had brought with her a green umbrella, upon 
which was marked the initials J. D. This umbrella 
Riembauer had retained and it wae still in his posses- 
sion. 

The events thus disclosed by Catharine Frauenk- 
necht, on the one hand so strange and (looking to the 
agg character of the alledged criminal,) so un- 

ikely, were on the other so consistent and well con- 
nected, and the narration given with so much appa- 
rent calmness, distinctness. and confidence, that the 
court before which the information was first laid or- 
dered an immediate inspection of the scene of the al- 
leged murder, the farm house of ‘Thomasof, which, as 
already mentioned, was now no longer in the hands of 
Riembauer.

Even the enjoyment of socia! intercourse 
between the males and females was forbidden, and it 
was made criminal in the sight of Mr. Rapp, to presume 
to love, or contract marriage between the sexes, in any 
case. Marned men were, and are stilf, laid under an in. 
junction to have no sexual intercourse with their wives; 
and when such obligation is violated, as is frequently the 
case, they render themselves liable to certain kinds of 
punishment. I married, said he, a few weeks since 
against Mr. Rapp's approbation, and in consequence, I 
was expelled from the Society. I had been with them 
27 years, and worked hard, and Mr. Rapp gave me and 
my wife, in the name of the Society, when I left them, 
one hundred dollars; not because they owed me anything, 
for they did not acknowledge that, but merely as charity,”
